Public Resources Code, and to amend Sections 375, 375.5, 377, 1058.5,
1552, 1846, 5103, and 5104 of, to add Sections 377.5, 79708.5, and
79716.5 to, and to add Article 3 (commencing with Section 1840) to
Chapter 12 of Part 2 of Division 2 of, the Water Code, relating to water,
and making an appropriation therefor, to take effect immediately, bill
related to the budget.

legislative counsel’s digest

SB 88, as amended, Committee on Budget and Fiscal Review. Budget
Act of 2015. Water.

(1)  Existing law, the California Safe Drinking Water Act, provides
for the operation of public water systems, and imposes on the State
Water Resources Control Board various responsibilities and duties.
Existing law requires the state board to conduct research, studies, and
demonstration projects relating to the provision of a dependable, safe
supply of drinking water, to adopt regulations to implement the
California Safe Drinking Water Act, and to enforce provisions of the
federal Safe Drinking Water Act. Existing law prohibits a person from
operating a public water system unless the person first submits an
application to the state board and receives a permit issued by the state
board, as specified.
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This bill would authorize the state board to order consolidation with
a receiving water system where a public water system, or a state small
water system within a disadvantaged community, consistently fails to
provide an adequate supply of safe drinking water. This bill would
authorize the state board to order the extension of service to an area
that does not have access to an adequate supply of safe drinking water
so long as the extension of service is an interim extension of service in
preparation for consolidation. The bill would require the state board,
prior to ordering consolidation or extension of service, to conduct an
initial public meeting and a public hearing and to make specified
findings. The bill would limit the liability of a consolidated water system,
wholesaler, or any other agency in the chain of distribution that delivers
water to a consolidated water system, as specified.

(2)  Existing law, the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA),
requires a lead agency, as defined, to prepare, or cause to be prepared,
and certify the completion of, an environmental impact report on a
project that it proposes to carry out or approve that may have a
significant effect on the environment or to adopt a negative declaration
if it finds that the project will not have that effect. CEQA also requires
a lead agency to prepare a mitigated negative declaration for a project
that may have a significant effect on the environment if revisions in the
project would avoid or mitigate that effect and there is no substantial
evidence that the project, as revised, would have a significant effect on
the environment. CEQA exempts certain projects from its requirements.

This bill would, until January 1, 2017, or a specified date, whichever
is earlier, exempt from CEQA certain groundwater replenishment
projects.

This bill would, until July 1, 2017, exempt from CEQA the
development and approval of building standards by state agencies for
recycled water systems.

This bill would, with specified exceptions and until July 1, 2017, or
a specified date, whichever is later, exempt from CEQA the adoption
of an ordinance to impose stricter conditions on the issuance of well
permits or changes in the intensity of land use that would increase
demand on groundwater.

(3)  The California Constitution declares that the general welfare of
the state requires that the water resources of the state be put to
beneficial use to the fullest extent of which they are capable, and that
the right to the use of water does not extend to the waste or unreasonable
use, method of use, or method of diversion of water. Existing law
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requires the state board to take all appropriate proceedings or actions
to prevent waste, unreasonable use, unreasonable method of use, or
unreasonable method of diversion of water in this state. Existing law
states the intent of the Legislature that the state take vigorous action
to enforce the terms and conditions of permits, licenses, certifications,
and registrations to appropriate water, to enforce state board orders
and decisions, and to prevent the unlawful diversion of water.

This bill would, commencing January 1, 2016, require a person who
diverts 10 acre-feet of water per year or more under a permit or license
to install and maintain a device or employ a method capable of
measuring the rate of direct diversion, rate of collection to storage, and
rate of withdrawal or release from storage, as specified, and with certain
exceptions. This bill would require the permittee or licensee to maintain
a record of all diversion monitoring and the total amount of water
diverted and submit these records to the state board, as prescribed.
This bill would require a person who diverts water under a registration,
permit, or license to report to the state board, at least annually. This
bill would authorize the state board to adopt regulations requiring
measurement and reporting of water diversion and use by specified
persons and would require that the initial regulations be adopted as
emergency regulations and that these emergency regulations remain
in effect until revised by the state board. This bill would exempt from
CEQA the adoption of the initial regulations by the state board.

(4)  Existing law authorizes a person or entity in violation of a term
or condition of a permit, license, certificate, or registration issued by,
an order adopted by, or certain emergency regulations adopted by, the
state board to be civilly liable for an amount not to exceed $500 for
each day in which the violation occurs.

This bill would expand this civil liability to any violation of any
regulation adopted by the state board.

Existing law makes this civil liability applicable only in a critically
dry year immediately preceded by 2 or more consecutive below normal,
dry, or critically dry years or during a period for which the Governor
has issued a proclamation of a state of emergency based on drought
conditions.

This bill would eliminate this requirement.
(5)  Existing law, with certain exceptions, requires each person who

diverts water after December 31, 1965, to file with the state board a
statement of diversion and use, and to include specified information.
Existing law requires supplemental statements of diversion and use to
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be filed at 3-year intervals prior to July 1 of the year next succeeding
the end of each interval, and requires, if there is a change in the name
or address of the person diverting water, a supplemental statement be
filed with the state board that includes the change. Existing law provides
that the making of a material misstatement in connection with these
provisions is a misdemeanor punishable as prescribed.

This bill would require supplemental statements of diversion and use
to be filed annually prior to July 1, as provided. By expanding the
definition of a crime, this bill would impose a state-mandated local
program.

Existing law requires each statement of diversion and use, on and
after January 1, 2012, to include monthly records of water diversions
using best available technologies and best professional practices.
Existing law prohibits this requirement from being construed to require
the implementation of technologies or practices by a person who
provides to the state board documentation demonstrating that the
implementation of those practices is not locally cost effective.

This bill would require each statement to include at least monthly
records of water diversions and would eliminate the above-described
prohibition.

(6)  Under existing law, emergency regulations of the state board are
not subject to review by the Office of Administrative Law if the state
board adopts findings that the emergency regulations are adopted to
prevent the waste, unreasonable use, unreasonable method of use, or
unreasonable method of diversion, of water to promote wastewater
reclamation, or to promote water conservation, and that the emergency
regulations are adopted in response to conditions which exist, or are
threatened, in a critically dry year immediately preceded by 2 or more
consecutive dry or critically dry years. Under existing law, a person
who violates an emergency regulation adopted by the state board
pursuant to these provisions or violates certain cease and desist orders
relating to the enforcement of water rights may be liable for specified
amounts. Revenues generated from these penalties are deposited into
the Water Rights Fund, which are available, upon appropriation, for
specified purposes.

This bill would require that a civil liability imposed for a violation
of an emergency conservation regulation, as defined, that is adopted
pursuant to these provisions, or a violation of a cease and desist order
of that emergency conservation regulation, be deposited, and separately
accounted for, in the Water Rights Fund. The bill would require those
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funds to be available, upon appropriation by the Legislature, for water
conservation activities and programs.

(7)  Existing law authorizes any public entity, as defined, that supplies
water at retail or wholesale for the benefit of persons within the service
area or area of jurisdiction of the public entity to, by ordinance or
resolution, adopt and enforce a water conservation program to reduce
the quantity of water used for the purpose of conserving the water
supplies of the public entity. Existing law provides that a violation of
a requirement of a water conservation program is a misdemeanor
punishable by imprisonment in the county jail for not more than 30
days, or by fine not exceeding $1,000, or both.

This bill would provide that a court or public entity may hold a person
civilly liable in an amount not to exceed $10,000 for a violation of a
water conservation program ordinance or resolution, or certain
emergency regulations adopted by the state board. This bill would
prohibit the civil liability assessed by a court or public entity for the
first violation by a residential water user from exceeding $1,000, except
as specified. This bill would provide that commencing on the 31st day
after the public entity has notified the person of the violation, the person
additionally may be civilly liable for an amount not to exceed $10,000
plus $500 for each additional day on which the violation continues.
This bill would require civil liability imposed pursuant to these
provisions to be paid to the public entity and to be expended solely for
the purposes of the water conservation program. In addition to these
remedies, this bill would authorize a public entity to enforce water use
limitations by a volumetric penalty in an amount established by the
public entity.

(8)  Existing law, the Water Quality, Supply, and Infrastructure
Improvement Act of 2014, approved by the voters as Proposition 1 at
the November 4, 2014, statewide general election, authorizes the
issuance of general obligation bonds in the amount of $7,545,000,000
to finance a water quality, supply, and infrastructure improvement
program. The act requires each state agency that receives an
appropriation from the funding made available by the act to administer
a competitive grant or loan program under the act’s provisions to
develop and adopt project solicitation and evaluation guidelines before
disbursing the grants or loans. The act requires the Secretary of the
Natural Resources Agency to publish and post on the Natural Resources
Agency’s Internet Web site a list of expenditures pursuant to the act
not less than annually, as prescribed, and to post on that Internet Web
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site the guidelines submitted by state agencies and the secretary’s
verification that the guidelines are consistent with applicable statutes
and the purposes of the act.

This bill would require the secretary to post on the Natural Resources
Agency’s Internet Web site information on changes to project timelines
and project spending, in order to facilitate oversight of funding and
projects.

The act requires each state agency that receives an appropriation of
funding made available by the act to be responsible for establishing
metrics of success and reporting the status of projects and all uses of
the funding on the state’s bond accountability Internet Web site.

This bill would require each state agency that receives an
appropriation of funding made available by the act to evaluate the
outcomes of projects, report this evaluation on the state’s bond
accountability Internet Web site, and to hold a grantee of funds
accountable for completing projects funded by the act on time and
within scope.

(9)  The bond act provides that the sum of $810,000,000 is to be
available, upon appropriation by the Legislature, for expenditures on,
and competitive grants and loans to, projects that are included in and
implemented in an adopted integrated regional water management plan
and respond to climate change and contribute to regional water security.
The bond act authorizes the use of $100,000,000 of those funds for
direct expenditures, and for grants and loans, for certain water
conservation and water use efficiency plans, projects, and programs.
Existing law establishes the CalConserve Water Use Efficiency
Revolving Fund and provides that the moneys in the fund are available
to the Department of Water Resources, upon appropriation by the
Legislature, for the purpose of water use efficiency projects. Existing
law requires moneys in the fund to be used for purposes that include,
but are not limited to, at or below market interest rate loans to local
agencies, as defined, and permits the department to enter into
agreements with local agencies that provide water or recycled water
service to provide loans.

Existing law transferred to the fund the sum of $10,000,000 of the
proceeds of these bonds for water conservation and water use efficiency
projects and programs to achieve urban water use targets. Existing law
requires the department to use $5,000,000 for a pilot project for local
agencies to provide water efficiency upgrades to eligible residents and
requires the department to use the other $5,000,000 for local agencies
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to provide low-interest loans to customers to finance the installation
of onsite improvements to repair or replace, as necessary, cracked or
leaking water pipes to conserve water.

This bill would appropriate the sum of $10,000,000 available in the
fund from the proceeds of the bond act for the purpose of these
provisions.

(10)  The California Constitution requires the state to reimburse local
agencies and school districts for certain costs mandated by the state.
Statutory provisions establish procedures for making that
reimbursement.

This bill would provide that no reimbursement is required by this act
for a specified reason.

(11)  This bill would declare that it is to take effect immediately as a
bill providing for appropriations related to the Budget Bill.

This bill would express the intent of the Legislature to enact statutory
changes relating to the Budget Act of 2015.

 line 1 SECTION 1. Section 116680 is added to the Health and Safety
 line 2 Code, to read:
 line 3 116680. The Legislature finds and declares as follows:
 line 4 (a)  It is the policy of the state to encourage orderly growth and
 line 5 development, which are essential to the social, fiscal, and economic
 line 6 well-being of the state. The Legislature recognizes that the logical
 line 7 formation, consolidation, and operation of water systems is an
 line 8 important factor in promoting orderly development and in
 line 9 balancing that development against sometimes competing state

 line 10 interests of discouraging urban sprawl, preserving open space
 line 11 and prime agricultural lands, and efficiently extending other
 line 12 government services. Therefore, the policy of the state should be
 line 13 affected by the logical formation, consolidation, and operation of
 line 14 water systems.
 line 15 (b)  The powers set forth in Section 116682 for consolidation of
 line 16 water systems are consistent with the intent of promoting orderly
 line 17 growth.
 line 18 SEC. 2. Section 116681 is added to the Health and Safety Code,
 line 19 to read:
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 line 1 116681. The following definitions shall apply to this section
 line 2 and Sections 116682 and 116684:
 line 3 (a)  “Adequate supply” means sufficient water to meet residents’
 line 4 health and safety needs.
 line 5 (b)  “Affected residence” means a residence reliant on a water
 line 6 supply that is either inadequate or unsafe.
 line 7 (c)  “Consistently fails” means a failure to provide an adequate
 line 8 supply of safe drinking water.
 line 9 (d)  “Consolidated water system” means the public water system

 line 10 resulting from the consolidation of a public water system with
 line 11 another public water system, state small water system, or affected
 line 12 residences not served by a public water system.
 line 13 (e)  “Consolidation” means joining two or more public water
 line 14 systems, state small water systems, or affected residences not
 line 15 served by a public water system, into a single public water system.
 line 16 (f)  “Disadvantaged community” means a disadvantaged
 line 17 community, as defined in Section 79505.5 of the Water Code, that
 line 18 is in an unincorporated area or is served by a mutual water
 line 19 company.
 line 20 (g)  “Extension of service” means the provision of service
 line 21 through any physical or operational infrastructure arrangement
 line 22 other than consolidation.
 line 23 (h)  “Receiving water system” means the public water system
 line 24 that provides service to a subsumed water system through
 line 25 consolidation or extension of service.
 line 26 (i)  “Safe drinking water” means water that meets all primary
 line 27 and secondary drinking water standards.
 line 28 (j)  “Subsumed water system” means the public water system,
 line 29 state small water system, or affected residences not served by a
 line 30 public water system consolidated into or receiving service from
 line 31 the receiving water system.
 line 32 SEC. 3. Section 116682 is added to the Health and Safety Code,
 line 33 to read:
 line 34 116682. (a)  Where a public water system, or a state small
 line 35 water system within a disadvantaged community, consistently fails
 line 36 to provide an adequate supply of safe drinking water, the State
 line 37 Water Resources Control Board may order consolidation with a
 line 38 receiving water system as provided in this section and Section
 line 39 116684. The consolidation may be physical or operational. The
 line 40 State Water Resources Control Board may also order the extension
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 line 1 of service to an area that does not have access to an adequate
 line 2 supply of safe drinking water so long as the extension of service
 line 3 is an interim extension of service in preparation for consolidation.
 line 4 The State Water Resources Control Board may set timelines and
 line 5 performance measures to facilitate completion of consolidation.
 line 6 (b)  Prior to ordering consolidation or extension of service as
 line 7 provided in this section, the State Water Resources Control Board
 line 8 shall do all of the following:
 line 9 (1)  Encourage voluntary consolidation or extension of service.

 line 10 (2)  Consider other enforcement remedies specified in this article.
 line 11 (3)  Consult with, and fully consider input from, the relevant
 line 12 local agency formation commission regarding the provision of
 line 13 water service in the affected area, the recommendations for
 line 14 improving service in a municipal service review, and any other
 line 15 relevant information.
 line 16 (4)  Consult with, and fully consider input from, the Public
 line 17 Utilities Commission when the consolidation would involve a water
 line 18 corporation subject to the commission’s jurisdiction.
 line 19 (5)  Consult with, and fully consider input from, the local
 line 20 government with land use planning authority over the affected
 line 21 area, particularly regarding any information in the general plan
 line 22 required by Section 65302.10 of the Government Code.
 line 23 (6)  Notify the potentially receiving water system and the
 line 24 potentially subsumed water system, if any, and establish a
 line 25 reasonable deadline of no less than six months, unless a shorter
 line 26 period is justified, for the potentially receiving water system and
 line 27 the potentially subsumed water system, if any, to negotiate
 line 28 consolidation or another means of providing an adequate supply
 line 29 of safe drinking water.
 line 30 (A)  During this period, the State Water Resources Control Board
 line 31 shall provide technical assistance and work with the potentially
 line 32 receiving water system and the potentially subsumed water system
 line 33 to develop a financing package that benefits both the receiving
 line 34 water system and the subsumed water system.
 line 35 (B)  Upon a showing of good cause, the deadline may be
 line 36 extended by the State Water Resources Control Board at the
 line 37 request of the potentially receiving water system, potentially
 line 38 subsumed water system, or the local agency formation commission
 line 39 with jurisdiction over the potentially subsumed water system.
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 line 1 (7)  Obtain written consent from any domestic well owner for
 line 2 consolidation or extension of service. Any affected resident within
 line 3 the consolidation or extended service area who does not provide
 line 4 written consent shall be ineligible, until the consent is provided,
 line 5 for any future water-related grant funding from the state other
 line 6 than funding to mitigate a well failure, disaster, or other
 line 7 emergency.
 line 8 (8)  Hold at least one public meeting at the initiation of this
 line 9 process in a place as close as feasible to the affected areas. The

 line 10 State Water Resources Control Board shall make reasonable efforts
 line 11 to provide a 30-day notice of the meeting to the ratepayers, renters,
 line 12 and property owners to receive water service through service
 line 13 extension or in the area of the subsumed water system and all
 line 14 affected local government agencies and drinking water service
 line 15 providers. The meeting shall provide representatives of the
 line 16 potentially subsumed water system, affected ratepayers, renters,
 line 17 property owners, and the potentially receiving water system an
 line 18 opportunity to present testimony. The meeting shall provide an
 line 19 opportunity for public comment.
 line 20 (c)  Upon expiration of the deadline set by the State Water
 line 21 Resources Control Board pursuant to paragraph (6) of subdivision
 line 22 (b), the State Water Resources Control Board shall do the
 line 23 following:
 line 24 (1)  Consult with the potentially receiving water system and the
 line 25 potentially subsumed water system, if any.
 line 26 (2)  Conduct a public hearing, in a location as close as feasible
 line 27 to the affected communities.
 line 28 (A)  The State Water Resources Control Board shall make
 line 29 reasonable efforts to provide a 30-day notice of the hearing to the
 line 30 ratepayers, renters, and property owners to receive water service
 line 31 through service extension or in the area of the subsumed water
 line 32 system and to all affected local government agencies and drinking
 line 33 water service providers.
 line 34 (B)  The hearing shall provide representatives of the potentially
 line 35 subsumed water system, affected ratepayers, renters, property
 line 36 owners, and the potentially receiving water system an opportunity
 line 37 to present testimony.
 line 38 (C)  The hearing shall provide an opportunity for public
 line 39 comment.
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 line 1 (d)  Prior to ordering consolidation or extension of service, the
 line 2 State Water Resources Control Board shall find all of the
 line 3 following:
 line 4 (1)  The potentially subsumed water system has consistently
 line 5 failed to provide an adequate supply of safe drinking water.
 line 6 (2)  All reasonable efforts to negotiate consolidation or extension
 line 7 of service were made.
 line 8 (3)  Consolidation of the receiving water system and subsumed
 line 9 water system or extension of service is appropriate and technically

 line 10 and economically feasible.
 line 11 (4)  There is no pending local agency formation commission
 line 12 process that is likely to resolve the problem in a reasonable amount
 line 13 of time.
 line 14 (5)  Concerns regarding water rights and water contracts of the
 line 15 subsumed and receiving water systems have been adequately
 line 16 addressed.
 line 17 (6)  Consolidation or extension of service is the most effective
 line 18 and cost-effective means to provide an adequate supply of safe
 line 19 drinking water.
 line 20 (7)  The capacity of the proposed interconnection needed to
 line 21 accomplish the consolidation is limited to serving the current
 line 22 customers of the subsumed water system.
 line 23 (e)  Upon ordering consolidation or extension of service, the
 line 24 State Water Resources Control Board shall do all of the following:
 line 25 (1)  As necessary and appropriate, make funds available, upon
 line 26 appropriation by the Legislature, to the receiving water system
 line 27 for the costs of completing the consolidation or extension of
 line 28 service, including, but not limited to, replacing any capacity lost
 line 29 as a result of the consolidation or extension of service, providing
 line 30 additional capacity needed as a result of the consolidation or
 line 31 extension of service, and legal fees. Funding pursuant to this
 line 32 paragraph is available for the general purpose of providing
 line 33 financial assistance for the infrastructure needed for the
 line 34 consolidation or extension of service and does not need to be
 line 35 specific to each individual consolidation project. The State Water
 line 36 Resources Control Board shall provide appropriate financial
 line 37 assistance for the infrastructure needed for the consolidation or
 line 38 extension of service. The State Water Resources Control Board’s
 line 39 existing financial assistance guidelines and policies shall be the
 line 40 basis for the financial assistance.
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 line 1 (2)  Ensure payment of standard local agency formation
 line 2 commission fees caused by State Water Resources Control
 line 3 Board-ordered consolidation or extension of service.
 line 4 (3)  Adequately compensate the owners of a privately owned
 line 5 subsumed water system for the fair market value of the system as
 line 6 determined by the Public Utilities Commission for water
 line 7 corporations subject to the commission’s jurisdiction or the State
 line 8 Water Resources Control Board for all other water systems.
 line 9 (4)  Coordinate with the appropriate local agency formation

 line 10 commission and other relevant local agencies to facilitate the
 line 11 change of organization or reorganization.
 line 12 (f)  For the purposes of this section, the consolidated water
 line 13 system shall not increase charges on existing customers of the
 line 14 receiving water system solely as a consequence of the consolidation
 line 15 or extension of service unless the customers receive a
 line 16 corresponding benefit.
 line 17 (g)  Division 3 (commencing with Section 56000) of Title 5 of
 line 18 the Government Code shall not apply to the consolidation or
 line 19 extension of service required pursuant to this section.

 line 22 116684. (a)  Liability of a consolidated water system,
 line 23 wholesaler, or any other agency in the chain of distribution that
 line 24 delivers water to a consolidated water system shall be limited as
 line 25 described in this section.
 line 26 (b)  (1)  The consolidated water system, wholesaler, or any other
 line 27 agency in the chain of distribution that delivers water to a
 line 28 consolidated water system, shall not be held liable for claims by
 line 29 past or existing customers or those who consumed water provided
 line 30 through the subsumed water system concerning the operation and
 line 31 supply of water from the subsumed water system during the interim
 line 32 operation period specified in subdivision (d) for any good faith,
 line 33 reasonable effort using ordinary care to assume possession of, to
 line 34 operate, or to supply water to the subsumed water system.
 line 35 (2)  The consolidated water system, wholesaler, or any other
 line 36 agency in the chain of distribution that delivers water to a
 line 37 consolidated water system, shall not be held liable for claims by
 line 38 past or existing customers or by those who consumed water
 line 39 provided through the subsumed water system for any injury that
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 line 1 occurred prior to the commencement of the interim operation
 line 2 period specified in subdivision (d).
 line 3 (c)  (1)  The consolidated water system, wholesaler, or any other
 line 4 agency in the chain of distribution that delivers water to a
 line 5 consolidated water system, shall not be held liable for claims by
 line 6 past or existing customers or by those who consumed water
 line 7 provided through the subsumed water system concerning the
 line 8 provision of supplemental imported water supplies to the subsumed
 line 9 water system during the interim operation period specified in

 line 10 subdivision (d) for any good faith, reasonable effort using ordinary
 line 11 care to supply water to the subsumed water system.
 line 12 (2)  The consolidated water system, wholesaler, or any other
 line 13 agency in the chain of distribution that delivers water to a
 line 14 consolidated water system, shall not be held liable for claims by
 line 15 past or existing customers or by those who consumed water
 line 16 provided through the subsumed water system concerning the
 line 17 operation and supply of water from the subsumed water system
 line 18 for any injury that occurred prior to the commencement of the
 line 19 interim operation period specified in subdivision (d).
 line 20 (3)  This subdivision shall only apply if the water supplied by
 line 21 the consolidated water system through a temporary potable service
 line 22 pipeline to the subsumed water system meets or exceeds federal
 line 23 and state drinking water quality standards.
 line 24 (d)  (1)  The interim operation period shall commence upon the
 line 25 connection of a temporary potable service pipeline by the
 line 26 consolidated water system to the subsumed water system, or upon
 line 27 the execution of an agreement between the consolidated water
 line 28 system, subsumed water system, and any other signatories to
 line 29 provide service to the customers of the subsumed water system,
 line 30 whichever occurs first.
